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in Kuwait next year, is held once a year to 
discuss ways of coordinating industrial pro- 
jects among member states. This year’s meet- 
ing focused its attention on studies to enlarge 
infrastructure services within member states, 
encourage private sector aid to economic 
development, and streamline coordination of 
industrial export marketing. 

Historically, the Arabian Peninsula has 
been regarded as a single political, economic 
and social entity, and the planning ministers 
are taking steps to restore it to that role. 
Delegates to last year s convention were 
shown a details study by Chemsystems of B ri- 
tain that showed the Gulf states would be 
favored over Western bloc countries in some 
petrochemical markets over the next 10 
yeais, and the planning ministers are working 
toward these -specific markets now. 

Planning must have adequate manpower to 
bring hopes into reality though, and this 
year s conference addressed that problem by 
resolving to establish central training centers 
to use. program and maintain computers 
needed for sophisticated industrial develop- 
ment. Commerce and agricultural ministers 
in the member states were also urged to pre- 
pare “Food security” studies, since the Ara- 
bian peninsula has long been essentially a 
consumer society, not a producing society. 
The delegates agreed to ensure self- 
sufficiency in food supplies, as much as is 
practical. 

The continued inclusion of such basic items 
as manpower training and food self- 
suffi decay in the plan for coordinated 
economic development along with such 
sophisticated items as joint petrochemical 
ventures reflects the planning minister*’ con- 
cern for all groups within the countries rep- 
resented at Aecmiference. The Riyadh meet- 
ing stressed a commitment to complete coor- 
dination. with the final aim of total economic 
unity in the region. One of the important 
short-term goals discussed in Doha was the 
development of infrastructure services to 
prevent expansive duplication among 
member states. Duplication^ services and 
competition are two factors that work to 
separate allies in joint economic ventures, as 
the European Economic community has 
learned so painfully. 

That same divisiveness has kept resolu- 
tions adopted by delegates to the 1 973 Coun- 
cil of Arab Economic Unity from being real- 
ized. a flaw that has yet to affect the peninsula 
states. The 1973 conference induded far 
more countries, but those countries lacked 
unity that has characterized the Arabian 
peninsula. That conference resolved to coor- 
dinate on construction of an electrical power 
grid linking Syria, Iraq, Jordan and Kuwait, 
with later plans to extend construction to 
Egypt. Libya and Sudan. Also induded in the 
agreements were joint efforts to link food 
production and supply, and a gradual transfer 
of Arab flnandal deposits into Arab owned 
and operated banking institutions. Few of 
these agreements were ever realized in the 
form set down upon in 1973. 

. Hopes are much brighter for the seven 
peninsula states though, because of the 
efforts now underway by the planning minis- 
ters. The conference is emphasizing the 
development of other industry not directly 
related to oil to avoid a total dependence on 
an exhaustible resources. 

Saudia Arabia and Kuwait have set the 
pace for the peninsula in moving ahead with 
joint activities aimed at the eventual 
economic coordination that could make the 
Gulf region even stronger than the Economic 
European Community. Last year the two 
countries agreed in principle to open an 
SR 12.3 billion fund to be used for joint indus- 
trial ventures, and the combined efforts of the 
peninsula's two economic giants have since 
worked to accomplish several projects. Saudi 
Arabia acquired 20 per cent of Aluminium 
Bahrain in Jan. 1 979, a move that will reduce 
competition between the two states when the 
Kingdom’s smelter in Jubail begins large- 
scale production. 

Saudi Arabia has also agreed on the 
causeway linking Dammam and Bahrain.

U.N. resolution deplores 
Israel ’s expulsion orders 


UNITED NATIONS. May 21 (R) — A 
resolution, circulated in the Security Council, 
strongly deplores Israel failure to imple- 
ment a previous decision calling on it to 
rescind expulsion orders a gainst three West 
R ank officials recently deported to Lebanon. 

The draft, expected to be adopted, also 
reiterates the earlier resolution, adopted on 
May 8, calling on Israel to facilitate the return 
of the three Palestinian officials. 

Secretary General Kurt Waldheim would 
be comment ' for his efforts in the matter 
and asked to continue them and to report 
back to the council at the earliest possible 
date. 

Mayor Fahd Qawasmeh of Hebron, Mayor 
Muhammad Milhem of Halhoul and the Mus- 
lim religious court judge of Hebron, Sheikh 
Rajab T amimi, were deported to Lebanon on 
May 3, the day after six Israelis were killed in 
commando ambush in Hebron. 

Israel had alleged the three Palestinians 
with inciting the population of the West 
Bank, occupied by Israel since the 1 967 Mid- 
dle East war. 

After a few days staying Lebanon the th ree 
Palestinian officials traveled to Jordan and 
tried to return to the West Bank across King 


Hussein (formerly the Allenby) Bridge on 
May 1 1 but were refused entry by the Israeli 
authorities. 

They arrived in New York last Thursday in 
preparation for the council meeting. 

Mayor Milhem told the council he was 
speaking “not only as a father of nine who 
was kidnapped — seized from home and fam- 
ily and thrown across the borders — but also 
as a member of a people who has suffered 
such harassment since the Balfour Declara- 
tion of 1917.*’ 

This was a British government declaration 
viewing with favour the establishment in 
Palestine of a Jewish national home. 

He said some 1 .5 million Palestinians were 
ruled by Jews. Another three million dispos- 
sessed Palestinians were also subjugated by 
the extended striking arm of the Israeli army 
and the Israeli Mossad (intelligence service), 
both of which receive aid from the U.S. ’’ 

Milhem said the international community 
must work for genuine peace under the 
umbrella of the U.N. and its resolutions. 

The only way to peace was by recognizing 
and respecting the rights of the Palestinian 
people to return to their homes and to exer- 
cise their right to self-determination.

ISLAMABAD. May 21 — After a 
marathon session that went on long after 
midnight, the Islamic foreign ministers' con- 
ference Political Committee adopted a Pakis- 
tani draft resolution on the Afghanistan 
crisis, but no details were announced. 

Conference spokesman Kassern Zuheiri 
refused to disclose Pakistan's proposal to 
reporters at a 3 a.m. press briefing here, lead- 
ing to speculation the proposal has been 
diluted by' supporters of the Soviet- 
dominated Babrak Karmal regime. Obser- 
vers here are saying Zuheiri s silence on the 
issue indicates amendments to the resolution 
that had been proposed by Libya. Syria. 
South Yemen and the PLO may have been 
added to the original Pakistani proposal. 
Those countries resented Tuesday's commit- 
tee decision to hear leaders of Afghan rebel 
forces without also hearing from representa- 
tives of the present Kabul govemmenL 

Zuheiri had said Tuesday the committee 
was considering a Pakistani draft resolution 
calling for the “total and unconditional" 
withdrawal of all Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan and the formation of a perma- 
nent ministerial committee to explore ways to 
resolve the crisis. Committee discussion also 
induded a call to sever relations with both 
Moscow and Kabul until the Afghanistan 
problem is resolved along guidelines laid 
down at the last Islamic conference meeting 
fa January. 

As usual. Saudi Arabia and Pakistan 
exerted their influence to shape a comprom- 
ise from the divergent views of those coun- 
tries demanding total Soviet withdrawal and 
delegations like the PLO and Syria that are 

South Lebanon 
villagers demand 
to return home 

BEIRUT. May 21 (R) - About 1.000 
men and women from the southern village of 
Khaiyam near the Israeli border demons- 
trated at the presidential palace, near here, 
Wednesday calling for their repatriation. 

Most of the estimated 30,000 inhabitants 
of the village are living elsewhere after their 
homes were destroyed during clashes bet- 
ween Palestinian- nationalist forces and 
Israeli troops and tbeir rightist allies three 
years ago. 

A delegation submitted a note to President 
Elias Sarkis and Premier Selim Hoss calling 
for the deployment of Lebanese regular 
troops fa the south. 


Quebecers veto ‘no’ on independence 


MONTREAL, May 21 (AP) — Quebec's 
voters have rejected their separatist govern- 
ment's appeal for a mandate to lead them out 
of the Canadian confederation. 

In a strong vote of confidence Tuesday in a 
future in Canada, the predominantly 
French-speaking province voted 58 per cent 
to 42 per cent against embarking on the road 
to secession. 

With less than 2 per cent of the total out- 
standing, unofficial returns showed 
2,258,002 voting “no" and 1,619,666 
“ yes. " The “ yes " vote won fa only one of 
1 1 regions in the province — a heavily French 
rural area. 

French Canadian demonstrators clashed 
with, police on the heights of Mount Royal 
after the referendum results came through. 

The marchers, having failed to take Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau’s Montreal resi- 
dence by storm, withdrew to neighboring 
Mount Royal park, where several hundred 
baton-swinging police drove them off the 
hillside. There were several arrests. 

Trudeau issued a written statement say- 
ing : " To my fellow Quebecers who have 
been wounded by defeat. I wish to say simply 
that we have all lost a little fa this referen- 
dum. If you take account of the broken 
friendships, the strained family relationships, 
the hurt pride, there is no one among us who 
has not suffered some wound which we must 
try to heal fa the days and weeks to come. ’’ 

Quebec Premier Rene Levesque quieted a 
tearful but tumultuous crowd of Parti 
Quebecois supporters Tuesday night fa a 
Montreal sports arena and said, “ If I’ve 
understood you correctly, you are now say- 
ing, ’until next time. ” “ He said sovereignty 
would come to Quebec someday : “ I have 
confidence that one day we will have a 
rendezvous with history and Quebec will 
accept it” 

The only remaining question was whether 
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the “no" side won among Quebec's 
French-speaking majority, 80 per cent of the 
province's 6 2 million population. Analysts 
bad said an overall vote of 57 to 60 per cent 
against the referendum question would sig- 
nify an approximately even split among 
Quebec's French, since the English-speaking 
minority was voting almost solidly negative. 

Quenec’s federalists had feared a “ yes ” 
victory among the French, while the referen- 
dum question was losing overall, would 
arouse bitterness against their “ Anglo ” 
neighbors. 

The turnout for the historic decision was 
massive, well over 80 per cent of the 4.3 
million eligible voters, 3.5 million of whom 
are French-speaking. Levesque, and his Parti 
Quebecois were asking for a mandate to 
negotiate the new arrangement with English 
speaking Canada. 
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urging a less drastic sumce.Conference chair- 
man and Pakistani adviser for foreign affairs 
Agha Shahi held meetings with Saudi Ara- 
bian Foreign Minister Prince Sand AJ- Faisal 
and Iranian Foreign Minister Sadegh Gbotb- 
zadeh to break an apparent deadlock. 

Saudi Arabia and Pakistan have played 
mediating rules in behind the scene negotia- 
tions to find compromise solutions through- 
out the conference, but Iran joined in the 
effort to reach agreement in the Afghanistan 
talks. 

Ghotbzadeh 
talked with Libyan Foreign Minister Abdus 
Salam Al-Treiki and PLO representatives

Kingdom gives $65m 

ISLAMABAD. May 21 (SPA) — Saudi 
Arabia has donated $ 65 million to agen- 
cies of the Organization of Islamic Con- 
ference. 

According to Foreign Minister Prince 
A1 Faisal, the money will be divided this 
way: S 10 million to the Islamic Solidarity 
Fund and $ 20 million for its endowments; 

$ 5 milli on for the Jerusalem Fund and S 
10 million for its endowments; and $ 20 
million for ten other activities. 

at 10:30 p.m. Tuesday. Libya's representa- 
tive had told reporters he would not support 
any resolution to form a permanent minister- 
ial committee to resolve the Afghan problem 
until Afghanistan was readmitted to the con- 
ference. He said he had received a letter from 
Afghanistan's Foreign Minister Shah 
Mohammad Dost expressing a desire to 
attend the conference. Afghanistan was 
expelled from the Isamic conference in Janu- 
ary after the Soviet invasion toppled the gov- 
ernment there. 

“If the present Kabul regime is labelled 
□on-representative, 1 fear many governments 
attending the Islamabad conference will fall 
in the same category," the Libyan delegate 
told reporters PLO delegation leader Abdul 
Mohsen Abu Maizar expressed similar sen- 
timents. saying Lhe Russian presence in 
Afghanistan is “temporary." arid that the 
Islamic world doesn't need to fight the Soviet 
Union. He said the conference should solve 
mutual problems with understanding and 
Islamic unity "rather than by fighting one 
superpower with the help of the other." 
Asked if the PLO is looking after Soviet 
interests at the conference, he said his organ- 
ization has always protected the interest of 
the Muslim world, but believes in a realistic 
approach, not self-deception. He said the 
PLO wants io solve the crisis, not put it in 
cold storage. 

Abu Maizar said he holds the United States 
responsible for all major problems confront- 
ing the Muslim world, including Iran and 
Afghanistan, but fa an unusual stance for 
Iran, Foreign Minister Ghotbzadeb said the 
Soviet Union cannot escape ah the blame. 
Ghotbzadeh said since Moscow has been 
criticizing the occupation of other countries, 
it deserves stronger condemnation for its 
actions in Afghanistan. The Iranian minister 
said this week's helicopter attack on an Ira- 
nian border village by aircraft flying out of 
Afghanistan is a Soviet reaction to Iranian 
support of the Afghan freedom fighters. 

The conference entered its final phase 
Wednesday afternoon when all the four 
committees almost completed their work and 
the plenary session concluded the general 
debate. 

Spokesman Kassem Zuheiri told newsmen 
that the five-day session which began Satur- 
day was expected to conclude Wednesday 
night according to schedule. 

The spokesman said the plenaiy session 
Wednesday approved a proposal to hold the 
1 2th session of the foreign ministers confer- 
ence fa Iraq at the invitation of the Iraqi 
government. 


Weizman vows to quit over budget 


TEL AVIV. May 21 (R) — Israeli Defense 
Minister Ezer Weizman has told Prints 
Minister Menahem Begin that he will resign if 
the government approves a proposal to slash 
the defense budget, sources dose to Weiz- 
man said Wednesday. 

The government is due to discuss the prop- 
osal on Sunday. Earlier this week a minister- 
ial economic committee seeking to cut gov- 
ernment spend to stem Israel's 120 per cent 
inflation rate decided to freeze all projects for 
which contracts have not yet been signed. 


It is believed the defense budget would be 
badly hit. 

The sources said Weizman informed the 
prime minister that he would continue con- 
tract negotiations for defense projects and if 
the government approved the freeze he 
would resign. 

Last month, Weizman shocked his gov- 
ernment colleagues by dedaring that he 
favored early general elections instead of 
waiting for the government* s term of office- to 
run out.

Arab satellite faces 1982 completion 


AMMAN, May 21 (SPA) — The direc- 
tor general of the Arab Satellite Organiza- 
tion said Tuesday that work on the satel- 
lite project may be complete in 1982. 

Dr. Ah Al-Mashat met with the Jorda- 
nian Minister of Communications, Dr. 
M uh a mm ad Al-Zain. They reviewed 
progress of work on the project, which is 
being built by Arabsat. 

Arab Satellite telecommunication 
experts are holding meetings here to per- 
sue die Arab satellite project in the ton- 
text of the Arab League. 

The General Assembly of Arabsat met 
in Rabat, Morocco, April 28 for a three 
day session. A report of the organization’ s 
board on the Arab satellite project was 
discussed. 


The Saudi_ Arabian minister of Posts. 
Telephone and Telegraph, Dr. Alawi 
Darwish Kayyal, who led the Kingdom’s 
delegation to the meetings, said the pro- 
ject may be completed next year. 


Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar, Libya, 
Algeria, Morocco, Syria and the U AEare 
the members of the board. An agreement 
for the launching of an Arab satellite was 
signed in 1976. The general assembly 
decided to site the ground statiou for the 
satellite which is due to be launched 
shortly, in Riyadh. 

The satellite will handle up to 12,000 
inter-Arab telephone and telex calls at 
once and should cope with the Arab 
world’s telecommunication needs until 
1 990. The meeting was delayed until later 
requests by some Arab countries, includ- 
ing Morocco, saying they should provide a 
site for die relay control, station that will 
probably be buOt by the British Hughes 
Aircraft Company. 

The Meeting agreed to requests from 
Djibouti and Mauritania that they be 
allowed to join Arabsat. Iraq offered to 
pay Mauritania’s membership fees. The 
organization also decided to issue a new 
call for international tenders for the con- 


struction of the satellite to be launched by 
19S2 

Dr. Mashat said the conditions, not 
specifications, of the tender will be 
changed to enable a larger number of 
manufacturers to submit tenders. The 
closing date for the new tenders was not 
deckled pending formulation of the new 
conditions. 

The decision to call for new tenders was 
taken at the annual general meeting of the 
organization, which ended in Rabat in 
April, partly because a consortium com- 
posed of British Aerospace and Matra and 
Tom en of France was the only contender 
in a previous call for bids. 

Hughes Aircraft Corp, of the U.SA., 
also submitted a tender. Its status was to 
be re-examined by the Arab boycott 
office, which was asked in a resolution of 
the Arab League general assembly “to 
take necessary measures in line with the 
importance of the Arabsat project,” Dr. 
Mashat said. 


Ministry plans improvement 


RIYADH, May 21 (SPA) — A SR17 bil- 
lion budget was allocated for the Ministry of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs for die 1980-81 
fiscal year, marking a SR6 billion increase 
over the previous year. 

The deputy minister of Municipal and 
Rural Affairs. Dr. S&Ieh AkMalek, said file 
budget comprises seven rural complexes in 
various parts of die Kingdom. 

The budget also endorsed nine sewage, 
storm water drainage and water networks for 
Taif, Rnhaimah, JubaiL Baqiq,. Unaizah, 
Arar, Najran and villages of Qatif and Hasa. 
The Taif project will cost SR2.5 billion. The 
other projects are worth between SR400 and 
SR500 minion, Malek said. 

He pointed out that die government allo- 
cated funds for expropriations of properties 
for pubUcJnterKts . The government is care- 
ful that file Ministry should compensate peo- 
ple whose properties were expropriated in 
favor of public works. 

Malek affirmed that die third development 
plan gives villages a big share in the develop- 
ment process. The ministry’s plan is to con- 
centrate on the basic services and then go on 
to the im provement and beautification phase. 

Additional funds were allocated "for die 
existing water and sewage networks in cities. 
The expansions of some cities and towns and 
the emergence of new districts in Mecca, 
Medina, Riyadh, Jeddah, Hasa, Qatif, Dam- 
mam, Khobar, Abba, Khafji Khamis 


Mushayit and Buraidah were also taken into 
account 

Studies on sewage and drainage projects in 
Kbarj, Majma, Shaqra, Zaifi, and Rass were 
completed. These projects are to be endorsed 
by the ministry shortly, Malek said.

Exhibition features water use

RIYADH, May 21 — The Riyadh 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry wiQ 
host a six-day show of the latest American 
water resources industry equipment May 31

Pakistan granted $50 million 
to repair ailing Tarbela dam

JEDDAH, May 21 — The Saudi Fund for 
Development will provide Pakistan $ 50 mil- 
lion in assistance for the repairs and modifica- 
tion of Tarbela Dam, according to Pakistan 
Embassy sources. 

Negotiations were recently held in Riyadh 
and a formal agreement is expected to be 
signed shortly. Tarbela was one of the pro- 
jects appraised by a five-member mission of 
the f und during its visit to Pakistan early this 
year for possible assistance. 

The S 1 billion dam is the world's biggest 
earth and rock-filled dam and took eight 
years for a consortium of French and Italian 
firms to build. But soon after its commission- 
ing in July 1974, the dam developed some 
major defects mainly in its tunnels that were 
built with inlet gates to regulate the flow of 
water from the reservoir to down- steam river 
beds. 

Of the five tunnels, each half a mile long, 
the intake areas of the two were, badly dam- 
aged and so were the outlet control structures 
of the two others. One of the four affected 
tunnels had its gate ripped apart and washed 
away by the gushing waters from the reser- 
voir. 

Only one tunnel .built under the reservoir, 
remained intact The tunnel, designed to 
supply water for irrigation during dry months 
and flush out excess water from the reservoir 
during hi gh floods, was constructed by Pakis- 
tani engineers. As a result, the reservoir had 
to be emptied and it took another three years 
to cany out repairs. During these years, how- 
ever. the Ham remained substantially opera- 
tional. 

The Ham suffered additional damage when 
in August. 1977, one of its two spillways was 
threatened to be outflanked, requiring 
placement of about 650,000 cubic yard of 


roll-crete immediately. Much of the remedial' 
work has been carried out and both the Spill- 
ways have remained operational since early 
July 1978. 

Three times bigger than the Aswan High' 
Dam of Egypt the Tarbela Dam is a multi- 
purpose project It is designed to supply irrig- 
ation water and produce electricity. It has a 
50-mile long reservoir with a gross storage 
capacity of 11.1 million acre-feet of water — 
enough to save the country from frequent 
flood ravages and provide irrigation water in 
large quantities. 

It has a power potential of 2.1 million KW, 
which is more than 1 50 per cent of the coun- 
try s total existing generating capacity. This 
potential will be exploited by installing at the 
tunnels 12 generating units of 175,000 KW 
each. 

Already four units have been installed and 
are producing 700.000 megawatts erf electric- 
ity. The work on the extension of the power 
house is in hand and when completed next 
year will double the present poWer generat- 
ing capacity of the dam. 

The most sophisticated instruments were .

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Libyan 
executive 
murdered 
in Rome 

ROME, May 21 (Agencies) — A Libyan 
businessman was knifed and strangled Tues- 
day night in what appeared to be part of a 
campaign to eliminate Libyans ^yfao refuse to 
return home. 

The body of Muhammad Foud Buohjar, 
53, was found under a bed in a small boarding 
house. He had been stabbed five times and 
there was a nylon cord around his neck. 

The Libyan revolutionary commandos in 
Rome” took responsibility for the murder in 
a note attached to the cord. 

Police found the message in Arabic on a 
table in the room saying: “God is greaL..The 
enemies of the people will be readied where- 
ver they are. Long live the Libyan revolutio- 
nary committees in Rome.” 

Buohjar, who had taken up Tunisian 
nationality. was the fourth Libyan to be mur- 
dered in Rome in the last two months. Two 
other Libyans have been killed in London 
and one has been killed in Bonn and another 
in Beirut. 

Police in Italy. Britain and West Germany 
believe Libyan leader Muammar QaddaiTs 
supporters are systematically killing Libyan 
exiles abroad. Qaddafi himself has warned 
exiles that they wfl] be “liquidated” unless 
they return to Libya by June 10, although he 
denies he has ordered their executions. 

Libyan officials in Rome said “enemies of 
the people” would be struck down in a 
revolutionarty way.

BEIRUT, May 21 (R) — The Chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization Yasser 
Arafat has sent a message to Libyan leader 
Col. Muammar Qaddafi dealing with Israeli 
attacks on Lebanon, the Palestine News 
Agency Wafa reported. 

The report said the message, carried Tues- 
day by a special envoy, covered “a detailed 
explanation of the situation on all levels.” 

It noted that the message followed a tele- 
phone communication Monday expressing 
Libya's support for Arafat against Israel 

In the communication, Qaddafi affirmed 
that Libya “backs the Lebanese and Palesti- 
nian peoples in the battle o f steadfastness 
against the fierce Israeli aggression,” accord- 
ing to Wafa.

Iranians seek U.N. probe into plight 


TEHRAN, May 21 (AFP) — Ethnic Ira- 
nians expelled from Iraq Tuesday invaded a 
United Nations mission here to push 
demands for an international team to investi- 
gate their plight. 

More than 100 of them occupied a 
second-floor accounts office of the UN. 
Development Program budding while offi- 
cials on the first floor cabled Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim to pass mi the pro- 
testors’ grievances. 

“We took them completely by surprise ” a 
spokesman for the 100 said. “We just walked 
in and told them we were staying. There were 
only a few of them and they had no chance.” 


He added that they meant no harm and 
would leave the building peacefully once 
world attention had been focused on their 
plight 

“We are all Iraqis of only distant Iranian 
origin and we are sure the UN. can help us,” 
be said. “We would like Mr. Waldheim to 
arrange for an international fact-finding 
committee to visit Iran and see what has been 
done to us.” 

The authorities here claim some 30,000 
ethnic Iranians have been expelled from Iraq 
since border tension flared op early last 
month. 


Turkish violence leaves six dead 


ISTANBUL, May 21 (R) — Four persons 
were IriDed in Istanbul and two in Ankara 
Wednesday in scattered incidents of political 
violence police said. 

Gunmen shot up a bar in the Istanbul sub- 
urb of Levent, killing a passing soldier and 
wounding two customers. 

A grocer was shot dead, apparently for his 
political beliefs, in the slum district of Cag- 


layan. 

In the Mecdiyekoy business district, gun- 
men killed a youth in the street Police also 
found the body of a young roan, tortured to 
death in the Zeytinbumu industrial area. 

In Ankara, a primary school headmaster 
was killed in his office by four gunmen, police 
said. A university student was shot dead and a 
nearby shoeshine boy was wounded in the 
capital's old- town center, they added. 


Ethiopian raids ‘kill’ 200 Eritreans 


ADDIS ABABA, May 21 (AFP) — More 
than 200 Eritrean fighters were killed and 
300 wounded last month when government 
troops staged mopping up operations north 
of the Red Sea port of Aseb, reports claimed 
here Wednesday. 


Reports here earlier this month, claimed 
that government troops had overrun a 600 
kilometer stretch of territory between Aseb 
and Edd to the north, destroyning 16 major 
guerrilla strongholds and permitting the 
reopening of all land routes. 


Mauritania leader visits Kuwait 


KUWAIT, May 21 (R) — Mauritanian 
Head of state Ll Col. Muhammad Khouna 
Ould HaidalJa, arrived Wednesday on a 
two-day visit and was welcomed at the airport 
by the Ruler of Kuwait, Sheikh Jaber Al- 
Ahmad Al- Sabah. 

Kuwait is the third stop in the Mauritanian

To help the children understand the rela- 
tion between reader, writer, and editor, 
Tracy contrasted speaking and writing. Talk- 
ing involves an immediate response — yawns 
or giggles, glazed or intense eyes. The writer, 
on the other hand, does not know whether he 
is boring or entertaining the reader. To 
bridge this gap, the editor takes up the side of 
the reader, whom he keeps reminding die 
writer not to fcwget 

“Lake most people” advised Tracy, 
“editors are very lazy, and they will like you if 
you do part of their job for them.” 

Since children can judge school texts better 
than anyone else, it was appropriate that 
Joanita Soghtirian be invited. Children 
throughout much of the Middle East and 
America may soon be studying her brand- 
new text Lands, Peoples, and Communities of 
die Middle East She showed the children the 
mock-up of the book at its various stages. It 
took one full year to get the 100 pages of 
script mid 153 drawings just right, she said, 
but with offset printing 5,000 books can be 
produced in a few hoars. 

The 400 books submitted by the children 
showed as much diversity of interest as did 
those of the adults. Mystery and science fic- 
tion were popular categories, but there were 
travel books and animal stories and riddle 
and joke books. Alphabet books like Suzy 
Jones’s with its dever rhymes such as “ S is for 
Smger'That has just pricked her finger,” and 
“U is for UmcoraiThat always has a scorn,” 
competed for interest with food books such as 
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WRITER : Al-Mana rib and tefls of his exploits 
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Dina MiniawTs dedicated to “any child that 
likes to eat and grow.” Young poets offered 
rhymes like “Bumble bees/Bounced 
blindly/Throngh the bushes.” 

Arabian influence was dominant in many 
of the students' books. After the class viewed 
a video film of the life of Lawrence of Arabia, 
one second grader wrote a book about the 
legendary here with a fine illustration erf his 
blowing up the Hejaz railroad. “Lawrence ” 
said the lad firmly, “was cruel and bad 
because he enjoyed killing , but good because 
he helped the Arabs get the Turks out of 
Arabia. 

Prize-winning books of the Saudi children 
at Ahliyyah School generated a lot of curios- 
ity among the American and British children. 

“They sure do pictures of farmers good,” 
marvelled one American pupil. 

“Hey, they all open the Arabic way” 
exclaimed another. 

“I wish I could read it,” sighed a moons- 
truck youngster attracted by the beautiful 
cover of The First Arab Spaceman. 

Whether in Arabic or English, a healthy 


imag i na tion lent sparkle to die books. Titles 
such as The Terrible Tiger, The Trouble- 
Makers. The Whirlpool Monster, The Meteor 
That Killed Itself, and Joey, the Atomic Bee) 
are interest- catching. 

The children reveal their dreams, failures, 
and courage in their writing. Derek Wells in 
The Bunny Who Flies makes a study in 
ingenuity and perseverance. When the bunny 
fails in his first attempt to fly, “he made two 
pairs of wings — two in case one didn't work. 
When neither worked, he made a flying 
* machine with a propeller, this worked, but he 
ran out of gas.” 

One of the uses of fairy tales, argues child 
psychologist Bruno Bettelheim, is to enable 
children to deal with disappointment and 
failure, and to learn the necessity of courage. 
These young children's stories reveal that 
they have learned this well. 

Richard Strom's 5th grade class went one 
step further in writing books “to entertain 
and enlighten” younger children: they made 
filmstrips to accompany such books as Here 
Comes Nellie, The Adventurous Life of 
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(Tfcrtnao by Jcah GnM)

Chimpy, and Zigger Goes to die Forest. 

More than their elders, children deal with 
books day- in- and-day- ou t on a regular basis. 
Since few ever meet authors, however, books 
often come to seem like other inanimate 
artefacts. Meeting a writer adds a human 
dimension to books. This is especially true 


when the author is someone they know, like 
former Academy teacher Loretta Minn. Ail 
author of texts on teaching methodology, she 
pointed out to the youngsters that if a book is 
not “just right," a publisher will reject it; 
authors must pay as much attention to 
mechanical details as students to the style 
requirements of their teachers.

RESOLUTIONS 

A first reading of the resolutions and recommendations of 
die meeting of Islamic foreign ministers in Islamabad gives 
cause for optimism. In a rapidly deteriorating international 
situation, the Islamic countries are giving notice that they 
intend to weld themselves into a coherent action group, one 
whose security and aspirations are no longer subject to the 
interests of the superpowers and the camps they lead. 

Resolutions and recommendations, however, are not the 
same as actions. And it is the test of action which will show 
how far the Islamic world is ready to assume control of its 
destiny. Bat here, only time wiD tell. 

The resolutions themselves came out erf a vast agenda of 
more than a hundred points. The most important themes 
taken up in them were those related to the questions of Pales- 
tine and Af ghanistan. 

The general resolution on Palestine contained no surprises. 
The rights erf the Palestinians for a state of their own was 
affirmed, as part of a comprehensive solution requiring Israeli 
withdrawal from all of the occupied territories including East 
Jerusalem. But the resolution also specified resort to the U.N. 
General Assembly for the obtainment erf a resolution calling 
for a Palestinian state. 

The question here is: Why the General Assembly rather 
than the Security Council ? Is it so that the embarrassment 
posed by a certain United States veto is avoided, and hence a 
certain confrontation with it over the issue? And if this was the 
case, what point is there in resolving to pass the Jerusalem 
issue to the Security Council? The Americans are certain to 
take the same stand as over the question of a Palestinian state. 
What would the Islamic countries do in case erf an American 
veto? 

On Afghanistan, the emphasis, it was noted, was more on 
seeking a political solution rather than outright confrontation. 
The framework the meeting formulated envisaged the with- 
drawal of Soviet troops from the country as well as declaring 
its neutrality. But the committee set up to pursue contacts 
toward vthis end was given no dear guideline on which sides 
are to be called to negotiate a solution. Will it be the Karmal 
regime and the Muslim rebels? Or the Soviets and the rebels? 


Turkey 
to get modem 
U.S. arms

ANKARA — 

The Turkish armed fences, guardians erf die 
Wests southeastern defenses, are to undergo a 
crash modernization program. 

The plan is based almost entirely an funds 
pledged by the United States after the March 30 
agreement on the continuing use of American bases 
on Ttirkish soaL It will involve a restructuring of 
tactical units, the arrival erf modem American 
hardware and a phasing out of some vintage 
weapons. 

The cost will be between $ 3 billion and $ 5 billion 
over a five-year period. Both Turkish and Ameri- 
can officials are reluctant to discuss the exact 
amount because of pro- Greek sympathies in the 
UA Congress. 

Greece, Turkey’s traditional opponent, has 
already voiced objections and asked for an 
“evenhanded” distribution of funds. 

The “pendulum is now on the side of Turkey ” a 
high-level American diplomat said. “We are desp- 
erately trying to repair the damage caused by the 
embargo before it is too late.*' 

The embargo, enacted because ofTorke/s use of 
American weapons in tile 1974 military interven- 
tion in Cyprus, has had a debilitating effect on the 
strength and combat readiness of the Turkish 
aimed forces. Although i t was lifted 1 8 months ago, 
its psychological impact stiD remains. 

Turkey’s importance to the West has grown 
enormously since Iran’s Islamic revolution and last 
December’s Soviet invasion erf Afghanistan. These 
two events have helped to speed the military 
agreement, which will also involve American aid to 
Turkey’s arms industry. 

So far Turkey has received $ 450 million. The. 
flow of aid is expected to grow progressively, to 
match the Turkish army’s ability to absorb it 

Turkey has 485,000 men under arms — after 
West Germany the second largest force in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. However, its 2,800 
tanks are of Korean war vintage, the navy has 
American and British hand-me-downs and the air 
force has been suffering from a lack of spares. 

The main task of die armed forces — keeping 
watch on the 370-mile Soviet border — is co m plfc 
cated by the demands of martial law in 20 provinces 
involving about one- third of the country’s popula- 
tion erf 45 million. The army has bad to ad as a 
policeman, to the detriment of tactical training. 

The formation of mobile anti-tank battalions 
equipped with the Latest rnissilteishigh onthelistcrf 
priorities recommended by American specialists. 
The Americans. have suggested that such mats 
replace the antiquated tanks which would find it 
difficult to maneuver in the mountain terrain of 
Turkey’s eastern areas. 

The Americans are also trying to persuade Turk- 
ish generals to revamp their cumbersome divisions, 
still basically organized along World War II lines. 
Turkey now has 14 infantry and two mechanized 
infantry divisions, as well as 16 independent 
brigades. The armor is grouped in one full division, 
with the remainder of medium tanks assigned as 
support units for infantry divisions. — (QFNS) 
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Turning employees into police informants

SANTA BARBARA, Calif., — 

The prospect of crime exists wherever there are 
human beings. So an attempt to combat corporate 
crime could be considered wise and noble. How- 
ever, a federal bill designed to combat “crime in the 
suites” is a peculiar approach to combating crime 
anywhere. 

The bill, under consideration by the U.S. House 
Judiciary Committee's subcommittee on crime, 
which has been conducting bearings, proposes to 
fine or imprison anyone in business who as a man- 
ager or production supervisor with significant 
responsible ty for the safety of a product or business 
practice knowingly permits or tolerates the produc- 
tion <* sale of danj^rous products or services with- 
out notifying federal authorities and potentially 
affected employees. 

This effort seems to be benign enough, but let’s 
look again. 

First, it imposes the duties of a police informant 
on business employees and managers. Yet that is 
dearly neither what these people were hired for, 
nor something they can be considered competent to 
engage in. A policeman’s duties indude developing 
expertise in adhering to due process of law. Accusa- 
tions. charges and suspicions must be handled care- 
fully and conform to the letter and spirit erf tile law 
when informants engage in their extremely sensi- 
tive and potentially police- related harmful work. 

Second, this bfli imposes on business firms the 
burden of carrying out the law-enforcement work 
for which the taxpayers have already been farced to 
pay. It is aga i nst the law to produce goods and 
services that are demonstrably harmful to consum- 
ers. especially when consumers are not permitted to 
become aware of this fact and could have been 
made so aware. Any firm that perpetrates such 
action can be taken to court But it would be 
entirely unjust — a violation of due process — to 


require firms to bear the cost of discovery and dis- 
closure. It would of course violate the spirit and 
letter of the legal principle of being innocent until 
proved guilty. 

Third, although it may appear that foe proposed 
legislation would go a long way toward eliminating 
some harmful business practices, theiriis nothing to 
prove that tins will happen. The tail presupposes 
widespread carelessness of managers — indeed, it 
presupposes their willful disregard of serious dan* 
gets. If this assumption is correct, it must be made to’ 
apply not only to managers in business firms but 
also to everyone else in a decision- making position 
— inside or outside the business community. 

To pick on business people as a special dass is 
extremely discriminatory. 

Consider, for example, that teachers at univer- 


sities can abuse their work as much as any man a g er 
of a production line or business practice. This bill 
would open the door to a more general piece of 
legislation that would require that members of 
every profession be fined unless they also played 
police informant. Thus, it would be p unishabl e for 
professors not to inform the U.S Department of 
Education if they were to discover that one of their 
colleagues was engaging in indoc trinati on rather 
than teaching. The writing of books that contain 
falsehoods would have to be reported since there is 
no question that reading these books could lead 
people to order their lives in dangerous, harmful 
ways. 

This proposed piece of legislation continues a 
very sony trend in recent history, the abandonment 
of due process when it comes to dealing with mem-

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‘Swedish model’ loses charm

STOCKHOLM,— 

Sweden is cramming its whole attitude to labor 
relations after a disastrous two- week dispute that 
brought the country to a standstill and destroyed 
the myth of the “Swedish model” of industrial har- 
mony. 

Management and unions are beginning to ques- 
tion some erf the assumptions about their highly 
.centralized wage-bargaining structure, which had 
been credited with responsibility for 42 years of 
almost strike-free peace. 

The crisis ended after last-minute intervention by 
the government Unions and employers in both the 
public and private sectors had until last week to say 
“yes” to a com p r o m i se worked oat by a national 
arbitration committee. 

The public and private sector accepted the prop- 
osed settlement. So did the public sector emp- 


loyees. But the Swedish Employers Confederation, 
representing private industry, said “no.” 

They said the deal would be inflationary, was 
more than they could affoia and would damage the 
economy. 

The conflict, which cost Sweden an estimated $ 
70 milli on a day in lost production, was stiD on. 
After tile cabinet had met in emergency session, the 
Prime Minister, Thorbjom FaUdin, summoned 
Curt Nicotin, chairman of the Employers Confed- 
eration for talks. 

Shortly afterward a grim-faced N.icolin 
announced that the employers would accept, but 
only in the national interest; their objections to the 
settle meat remained. 

Sweden will probably never be quite the same 
again. Nearly one million Swedes, a quarter of the 
working population, had either been locked out of 
their jobs or involved in strike action. 

Since the signing of the Saltsjobarden agreement 


of 1938 the Confederation of Trades Ui 
resenting 25 unions with a combined 
of two million, has bargained with the 
Confederation, representing 26,000 
ing 1.3 million people. 

These two giants for years took part ia 
wrestling matches that looked spectacular 1 
very little substance. The unions would thro 
strike, the employers would counter with tlx 
of a lockout. None 'seemed real. The me 
would step m and both sides would draw bs 
accept a com pro mise. 

The system worked well under Social Deo 
governments when settlements tended to b 
unions' favor, and the economy was expaoth 
this time the Social Democrats were in epp 
mid the Swedish economy was in a precarid 
tion, financed by large overseas l oans, b ig 
result of rocketing oil prices.

pleted. The meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Riyadh Charit- 
able Society, held Tuesday in the 
capital, and chaired by Governor 
Pnnce Salman, figured promi- 
nently in Okaz. • 

Newspaper editorials still 
showed increasing interest in the 
Islamab ad conference, expressing 
optimism about the future of 
Islamic states despite all obstacles 
they may have to face a result of 
the machinations erf their enemies. 
The editorials urged the Islamic 


nation to be on guard and to work 
ceaselessly for the re in f or ce m ent 
of solidarity and coordinated 
action. 

AIRijaA focussed attention on 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
Al- Faisal’s address to the 
Islamabad conference, saying the 
points raised by Prince Sand were 
characterized by deep thinking 
and foresight . The paper endorsed 
his references to the neutral stance 
of the Islamic world, claiming it 
provides a new base for world 
peace. The paper urged Muslims 
to build Islamic power and said 
this objective can be easily 
achieved through mutual support 
and asistance. 

In an editorial, Al Jazirab 
described the draft resolutions of 
the conference's political commit- 
tee as an "honest expression of the 

spirit of Islamic solidarity and 
brotherhood." The unanimity of 
liews in the conference provides 
material proof that the Islamic 
world has now resolved to rise to 


the level of challenges in the world 
of today. The paper said it hopes 
the Islamic world will be blessed 
with a bright future, and warned 
the Islami c nation a gainst the sub- 
versive activities of its enemies. 

Okaz. also concentrated on the 
I slamabad conference, saying the 
general accord on the solutions to 
crucial issues represents one of die 
striking features of a new phase 
where the Islamic role becomes a 
powerful factor in breaking aD 
bottlenecks around the Islamic 
world. It urged international 
co mmuni ty to realize the need for 
solidarity with the Islamic stance 
on the presence of foreign forces 
in A fg ha ni stan. These forces must 
withdraw from Afghanistan in 
order to achieve peace and stabil- 
ity ia the region, the paper said. 

Al BUod dealt with Prince Saud 
ALFaisaTs address to the confer- 
ence, saying his call to the two 
superpowers to support the right 
and just causes of repressed 
nations throws light on the big 


powers struggle to achieve their 
own objectives. The paper 
endorsed die foreign minister’s 
views that there is a pressing need 
far settling the issues af die 
Afghan and Palestinian peoples 
through dear and frank stances of 
the superpowers. 

In an editorial , Al Medina stres- 
sed solidarity and cooperation, 
saying the Islamic world can easily 
cope with Communist treachery in 
Afghanistan through its unity and 
solidarity.

BAGHDAD, May 21 (Agencies) — Iraq 
increased its oil price two dollars back-dated 
to May 1 as part of plans to re-unify prices 
within the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), Iraqi Oil 
Minister Tayeh Abdul Kerim said Wednes- 
day. 

He told the Iraqi News Agency here that 
the aim was to narrow the gap between Afri- 
can and North Sea prices on the one hand and 
the crude from most Gulf countries on the 
other. 

“Iraq hopes all producer nations will take 
account of this price difference as a factor and 
work towards reducing the large number of 
official prices. This variety does not serve the 
interests of OPEC and gives the impression 
of a divided organization,” Kerim said. 

His country reserved the right to make 
further price adjustments if it saw this as help- 
ing to keep prices balanced generally, he 
added. The minister also said that the latest 
minor increase would not harm Third World 
budgets, as Iraq was continuing to assist those 
countries. 

Last year Iraq's loans and assistance to 
them in various forms exceeded $ 1.5 billion, 
not counting Iraq's contributions to several 
jont development funds like that of OPEC. 

The Iraqi oil minister called on the indus- 
trial countries to reduce their rate of infla- 
tion, “which they are exporting to the oil 
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Iraqi OB Mkdstcr 
Tayeh Abdul Kerim 

producer countries and Third World nations 
in general” . They should get to grips with the 
price erf declining currency parity. 

He said: “The oil producer and developing 
countries are the first to suffer from this infla- 
tion, because prices of imported goods and 
services rise fast and their purchasing power 
drops due to the fall in the dollar’s rating." 

Kerim further said: “Iraq is against freez- 
ing crude rates and against large increases. It

Indonesia, Libya and Algeria had already 
put up their prices following Saudi Arabia's 
decision on May 14 to add an extra two dol- 
lars a barrel. Saudi Arabia said its pricing 
decision, was part of an attempt to reunify 
OPEC prices and restore order to the oil 
market 

The biggest ostade to a return to OPEC 
price unity was that Saudi Arabian light 
crude, the traditional “benchmark”, was 
underpriced in relation to the rest of OPEC 
oil in the reigning free-for-all pricing system. 

The latest round of increases is taking the 
average posted price of OPECofl to$ 3130a 
barrel compared to $ 25.50 last December 
and around $ 13 in January 1979. 

Kuwait’s two dollar rise takes its barrel 
price to $ 29.50 and a similar increase by the 
United Arab Emirates brings the price of its 
crude to $ 31.65. 

Meanwhile, Qatar Wednesday joined 
other countries in raising the price of its crude 
oil by two dollars a barrel retroactive to May 
1, the official Qatar News Agency said. 

The agency quoted Qatar oil and finance 
minister. Sheikh Abdul Aziz Bin Khalifa 
Al-Thani as saying that a barrel of Qatari 
onshore crude oil would now cost$ 31.42 and 
offshore crude $ 3123. The minister said the 
price increase was a step towards die reunifi- 
cation of prices, adding “die price increase is 
a necessary step towards achieving the com- 
mon OPEC goal of unifying prices.” 

Qatar also wished to norrow the gap bet- 
ween prices of Qatari crude and other ofl 
market prices, the minister told the agency. 

Iran is the only Gulf country which has not 
matched Saudi Arabia in increasing die price 
of its light crude. 

The London Daily Telegraph claimed 
Wednesday that the latest raises “virtually 
ended any hopes that next month's OPEC 
meeting in Algiers would restore some semb- 
lance of price unity.”

Dollar hits 

7-monthlow 
against yen 

TOKYO, May 21 (R) — The dollar slipped 

Wednesday to a seven month low level 
against the yen on the Tokyo foreign- 
exchange market, forcing the Bank of Japan to 
intervene heavily to defend the U.S. cur- 
rency. 

Foreign exchange traders said the dollar 
fell lo 224.80 yen in heavy trading from 
Tuesday s colse of 228.70. The Japanese cen- 
tral bank bought an estimated $ 200 mi Don 
during the session in its heaviest dollar sup- 
port operation since Nov. 1978. 

Traders said the dollar camp under pres- 
sure from sales initiated by overseas investors 
after its decline overnight in New York. Trad- 
ing volume here was a brisk $ 1.26 billion, 
traders said. 

Meanwhile the Tokyo stock market, in its 
best performance of the year, rallied in heavy 
buying that pushed the market average up 
1 14,88 points to 6,822.1 8 on a volume of 330 
million shares. 

The market regained almost two- thir ds of 
its heavy loss earlier in the week when inves- 
tors reacted nervously to the downfall of the 
conservative government of Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira on a no-confidence vote. 

Gandhi says India’s 
anti-Arab stand is gone 

NEW DELHI. India May 21 ( APJ — San- 
jay Gandhi said Tuesday India has suffered 
through oil and fuel shortages because of 
anti-Arab policies pursued by the predeces- 
sors of his mother. Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi, 

Sanjay said the shortages of diesel fuel, 
gasoline and kerosene for cooking were 
unknown during the 30 years of Congress 
Party rule that ended with his mother s 1 977 
defeat by the Janata Party. 

“The Janata leaders hobnobbed with 
Israeli leaders and the Arab countries cut off 
the oil supplies ,” Gandhi told a local election 
campaign rally at Meerut, northeast of New 
Delhi. “Now. with the restoration of Con- 
gress rule, they (Arabs) have started oil sup- 
plies wbich have reached the ports and should 
be reaching all parts of the country within a 
month ” he said 

Campaigning in Western India. Gandhi 
said his nation supports the Arabs and. "the 
Arabs have no misunderstanding about this." 

His speech, as quoted by Indian news 
agencies, did not mention one cause of 
today’s shortages — the cutoff of India's 
domestic crude supplies from Assam state by 
Assamese agitating to force his mother’s gov- 
ernment to expel outsiders from the region. 


Electric cars showing 
good potential for 



WASHINGTON, May 21 ( WP) - A rapid 
series of technological breakthroughs in bat- 
tery design have made it possible to mass- 
produce electric cars and vans by 1985, 
according to U.S. Energy Department and 
industry officials. 

— General Motors Cofp. is planning pro- 
duction of electric vehides in 1985. perhaps a 
year sooner, according to its chairman, 
Thomas A. Murphy," We’ re going to pursue it 
as aggressively as we can," be said in an inter- 
view. 

Although the company hasn't described in 
detail the vehides it will build, industry 
sources believe GM is working on a small, 
2-seat runabout designed as a second car for 
urban use. 

— An advanced battery system developed 
by Gulf Western Industries Inc. can power a 
four-door compact electric car at least 100 
miles between rechargings and may last 5 to 
10 times longer than the lead-arid batteries 
currently used in electric vehicles, according 
to the Energy Department. 

"All batteries have a problem of longevity. 
This one has the potential forimuch longer 
life. It might even last the life of the car up to 
five years," said Paul J. Brown, director of 
the electric and hybrid vehicle division of the 
Energy Department. 

Gulf Western is expected to announce its 
battery soon a s a major breakthrough in the 
development of electric cars, and brown said 
it is all of that 

A durable battery-power system has been 
a critical missing link in electric vehicle plan- 
ning, and the main target of government and 
industry research since 1975 when Congress 
identified electric vehicles as a potential ans- 
wer to the nation's energy problems. 

$102m desalination 
contract let in Kuwait 

KU WAIT, May 2 1 ( AP) — Kuwait signed 
a $102- million contract with an Italian con- 
sortium for construction of four units of a 
12-unit water desalination plant, an official 
announcement said. 

Minister of Electricity and Water Khalaf 
Ahmed Khalaf signed the two-year contract 
with the Italian consortium comprised of 
three companies for the implmentation of the 
first stage of the West Doha desalination 
plant. 

Tenders for building the remaining eight 
units, each capable of producting 16 million 
gallons of water per day, are due to be 
announced shortly, a ministry spokesman 
said. 

The Italian consortium won the contract in 
fierce competition with a number of Western 
and Japanese companies, he said. 


GM. relying on its own. newly designed 
battery system, believes it can produce a car 
whose price and performance will appeal to 
the substantial number of buyers. 

The Gulf Western battery appears to be a 
major advance even on the GM design, 
according to brown and industry sources. 
“The battery system designed initial!} for use 
by electric utilities, is now being tested in 
vehides and the results, although incomplete, 
are very promising," Brown said.

With these developments and others, the 
future of the electric vehicle now depends 
more on consumer taste than technology, 
industry experts say. The range and speed of 
electric cars, and thus their appeal, are related 
directly to battery technology. 

The first generation of electric vehicle test 
cars was powered by modified lead-arid bat- 
teries similar to those in conventional 
gasoline-powered cars. Because of the bat- 
tery weight, the cars typically travel only 45 
miles in stop-and-go traffic before needing a 
recharge. Moreover, the entire battery sys- 
tem has to be replaced eveiy one to three

Bush wins in Michigan; 
Oregon votes for Carter 


DETROIT, Michigan May 21 (AP) — 
George Bush won the Michigan presidential 
primary elections in a startling runaway 
Tuesday night, but Ronald Reagan swept to 
victory in Oregon to resume his march 
toward the Republican nomination. U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter easily defeated 
Senator Kennedy in Oregon to win the day’s 
only real Democratic contest. 

That widened an already overwhelming 
Carter lead in delegate strength. 

Kennedy said he had not expected to win 
there and insisted that the key test will be 
June 3 — “Tbe real superbowl of the Democ- .

gunman kills 


2 in court 


MELBOURNE, May 21 (AP) — ' A 
screaming gunman charged through the sup- 
reme court here Wednesday, killing two men 
with point-blank shots to die head and 
wounding three others. 

The gunman was captured in a flying tackle 
outside the court complex by a senior police 
constable as the dead and injured laid in 
pools of blood across the street in a court 
corridor. 

die incident was the third serious breach of 
court security in Melbourne during the last 18 
months and immediately renewed calls for 
tougher precautions against the smuggling of 
weapons into court buildings. 

The shootings took place shortly after 
noon in the court corridors. Witnesses said 
die gunman ran screaming along the corridor, 
grabbed two people around the neck, pushed 
them up against the wail and fired at their 
heads from point-blank range. 

“Screaming all the time, he fired at two 
other people” said a court official. "I just 
froze, I simply couldn’t move. It was horrify- 
ing.” 

Police said later the two dead men were in 
their 40s. Another man, also in his 4QTs, was 
in coudidon while, while a fourth man was 
suffering from min or injuries and the fifth 
person, a woman about 26, was in serious 
condition.

Kennedy said the Democratic race is 
“absolutely not” over, and accused Carter erf 
trying to put up a smokescreen by suggesting 
on Monday that his renomination is assured. 

John Crn an t Rpagan' ^eatP. campaign man- 
ager, said simply, “I don’t know what went 
wrong, but it all adds Bp to a victory for 
George Bush, and I congratulate him. 

The ABC Television Network reckoned 
that Carter’s victory in Oregon brought his 
total of convention delegates to 1,561. He 
needs 1,666 to be nominated. 

Kennedy protested in a letter to ABC that 
Carter really was assured of fewer delegates. 
To keep up the hopes of his backers, Ken- 
nedy contends that Carter will be vulnerable 
in die June 3 primaries in three populous 
industrial states — Ohio, California and New 
Jersey.

Zimbabwe ends curbs 


on gas, diesel fuels 


SALISBURY, May 21 (AP) - Curbs on 
sales of gasoline and diesel fuels were to be 
lifted in Zimbabwe Wednesday after 1 5 years 
of on- and- off rationing. 

David Smith, minister of commerce and 
industry, also announced greater use would 
be made of the Indian Ocean ports of neigh- 
boring Mozambique, dosed to what was for- 
merly called Rhodesia at the height of the 
seven-year guerrilla war in 1976. 

Since then, the land-locked country has 
.been forced to move trade mainly through 
white-ruled South Africa. 

Fuel rationing was imposed shortly after 
the 1965 unilateral declaration of indepen- 
dence by die former white minority govern- 
ment of Ian D. Smith when the United 
Nations ordered punitive economic sanctions 
against the rebel British colony. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 21 (R) — 
Jamaican police Wednesday moved the 
remains of at least 1 50 people who died in a 
fire here Tuesday and. tried to determine 
whether arsonists were responsible. 

The victims were burned to death after the 
fire broke out in die women’s ward of a poor 
people’ s home and spread swiftly through the 
two-story wooden budding. 

Prime Minister Michael Manley said first 
reports from the security services indicated 
that arsonists were responsible, but he later 
told parliament that the origin of the fire was 
unknown and still being investigated. 

He said 205 old women, many of them 
crippled, were inside the ward when the fire 
broke out. “So far, only 48 of the occupants 
are known to have survived,” he said. “Ten of 
these are in hospital” 

Manley, who declared next Monday a 
national day of mourning for the victims, 
appealed to Jamaicans to keep calm and 
ignore rumors concerning the origin of the 
fire. 

Opposition leader Edward Seaga said the 
fire was the island's worst tragedy of this cen- 
tury and noted that it occurred almost exactly 
four years after gunmen set fire to some 
tenements here, killing 10 people.

Riot- scarred Miami said calm 


MIAMI, May 21 (AP) — Miami’ s riot- 
scarred black neighborhoods were declared 
“under control*' and downtown merchants 
reopened shuttered shops Tuesday, but a 
night-time curfew remained in effect after 
three nights of racial violence that claimed 1 5 
lives and daamaged $100 million worth of 
property. 

State Governor Bob Graham asked Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter to declare the riot-torn 
dty a disaster area in need erf federal help to 
recover. 

While Miami police said they had “pretty 
much turned the corner” in restoring order to 
shattered neighborhoods, isolated fires still 
burned in the night. 

And in Tampa, 400 kilometers north, 
police reported the second night of sporadic 
rock throwing by gangs of blacks. Tampa 
Police CapL Johnny Perkins called the night* s 


activity “nothing disastrous.” 

Miami authorities, meanwhile, reported 
some two dozen arrests Tuesday, bringing 
Dade County's four-day total to 1,129. 

A Miami convenience store was engulfed 
in flames and two vehides were left to bum in 
the night Dade County fire filters didn't try 
to put ont the flames “because there were 
some gunshots,” said Dade County fire 
spokesman Stuart Kaufman. 

U.S. Justice Department civil rights 
lawyers are investigating 14 police brutality 
cases in the Miami metropolitan area in addi- 
tion to tbe case that triggered the rioting this 
week. 

In seven of the 15 pending cases, inducting 
the one that sparked the riots, the victim — 
one a 15-year-old boy — died, according to 
spokesman John V. Wilson of the depart- 
ment’s dvil rights divisioa.

F our more nations 
vote on boycott issue 
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ROME, May 21 (Agencies) — Italy’s 
National Olympic Committee Tuesday 
ignored government opposition and voted 
overwhelmingly to go to the Moscow Olymp- 
ics, The decision reached publicly, and in 
front of television cameras, was greeted by a 
burst of applause from sports federation pres- 
idents. 

Indonesia has decided not to send its ath- 
letes to the Olympics, the National Sports 
Committee (KONT) said Tuesday night in 
Jakarta. 

The KON1 announcement said. “Consid- 
ering the latest development in Indonesia in 
regard to the 1980 Moscow Olympics, espe- 
cially the reaction of the public and consider- 
ing the foreign office views, the KONI chair- 
man decided not to send any Indonesian ath- 
lete to the 1980 summer Olympics in Mos- 
cow" 

Indonesia is the last country of the five 
association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) to announce it will not participate 
in the summer Olympics. The other ASEAN 
members. Malaysia. Singapore, the Philip- 
pines and Thailand, announced earlier they 
would boycott the games. 

Indonesia originally planned to send an 
archery team to the summer Olympics. As an 
alternative, the country is considering send- 
ing athletes to an international touznamentin 
Poland later this year. 

Colombia will definitely take part in the 
Moscow' Olympics, it was announced in 
Bogota Tuesday. Colombia’s Olympic 
Committee said athletes, swimmers and 
footballers would go to -the games. 

Sports authorities in the British colony ol 
Hong Kong derided Tuesday to send a team 
to Moscow. No reason was given, but the 
president of the local Olympic committee, 
Amoldo Sales, criticized the derision, saying 
sports associations bad been subjected to a 
lot of pressure. He refused to elaborate. 

Katsuji Shibata. chairman of die Japan 
Olympic Committee, was quoted as saying 
Tuesday that he would try to let Japanese 
athletes take part in the Moscow Olympics on 
an “individual basis." Kyodc News Services 
quoted Shibata. as telling reporters he had 
decided to try to push through such a prop- 
osal after bearing a report from a JOC com- 
mittee member who has just returned from a 
visit to Europe.

Olympiad history: The games must go on 


LONDON, May 12 (AP) — The Olympic 
Games go on in Moscow, despite the worl- 
dwide dispute over Afghanis can and the 
prospect of at least 50 countries .staying away. 
Lord Killanin, president of the International 
Olympic Committee (IOQ, passed the mes- 
sage to U.S. President Jimmy Carter last 
week. 


A week earlier, he had reassured Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev on the same 
point. No cancellation, no postponement. 
The games go on. This is not just obstinacy on, 
KOlanufs part. It is the IOCs way of doing 
firings III holds the Olympic Games every four 
years, and come hell or high water, the games 
go on. 


Even in two world wars, the IOC refused to 
budge. It stood its ground until the games 
were snuffed out by file sheer weight cf 
events. Long after World War I broke out, 
the IOC went on planning for the 1916 games 
in Beilin. The president in those days was 
Baron Pierre De Coubertin, the French ideal- 
ist who founded the modem games. 

In 1912, when the 1916 games were 
awarded, Coubertin pressed for Berlin even 
though war clouds were gathering and Ger- 
many was seen as a potential aggressor. He 
believed that if Germany could be diverted to 
some peaceful project such as organizing the 
Olympic Games, war mi gh t be avoided.

B elgium gnri »ntf> Fiance, the Germans 
believed the war would be short. Olympic 
planning went on. Coubertin refused to move 
the games to a neutral country. 

But long before 1916 arrived everyone had 
forgotten about the Olympic Games. The 
1944) games were awarded to Japan — the 
summer Olympics to Tokyo and the winter 
games to Sapporo. 

By 1938, Japan was waging war in China 
and the IOC was getting restive. The Japan- 
ese Olympic Committee was asked politely if 
it wished to give the games up. It said it pre- 
ferred to keep them and so fire IOC left firings 
as they were. 

The president at this time was count Henri 
De Barilet-Latour of Belgium, who in 1936 
had dashed with Hitler and ordered him to 
remove anti- Jewish slogans from Olympic 
village at the Berlin games. Hitler for once 
did as he was told. Bnt Bafllet-Latour was not 
going to take the games away from Japan. 

Eventually file Japanese government kil- 
led the games by ordering its Olympic com- 
mittee to stop building sports facilities. The 
IOC transferred them, tentatively to Helsinki, 
which continued p lanning for them right up 
to May 1940, despite file Russian invasion of 
Finland. Finally the Finns gave up the dream 
and informed all the Olympic sports federa- 
tions they could not go through with the 
games. 

At Olympia in Greece, where the ancient 
games ran uninterrupted for a thousand years 
from 776 B.C, they had a way of dealing with 
these troubles. Warring states were expected 
to observe a truce while the sports were on. 
There is nothing like that in the rules now. 
War is not allowed for in the Olympic Char- 
ter.

L One notrump. When you 
are in the balancing seat — 
that is, when the bidding 
would die at a low lewd if you 
passed — you may oc- 
casionally make bids you 
would not make in any other 
position. Bids made in the 
protective position often don’t 
have their usual meaning. 

A player in the balancing 
seat has only two choices — to 
compete against the part 
score or to pass. If he chooses 
to compete, he should not be 
held .strictly accountable for 
any action be takes. Thus, the 
one notrump bid in this 
sequence (toes not show the 
normal complement of 16 to 18 
points. On the contrary, it is 
often based on 11 or 12 points, 
and is rarely made with as 
many as 15 points. 

2. Double. If you were North 
yon almost surely would 
overcall West’s one diamond 
bid with one notrump. But, 
since you are in the balancing 
seat, you cannot afford to bid 


one notrump because partner 
might think you have 4 or 5 
points less than you actually 
have. Instead, you should 
double, planning to bid 
notrump later on. 

3. One spade. It is better to 
bid one spade at this point 
than to pass. Partner probably 
has at least 10 points, which 
gives you a good shot at a part 
score and, conceivably, a 
game. You’d lose this op- 
portunity if you elected to 
dose the bidding by passing 
one diamond. 

4. Pass. The best contract, 
as far as you can tdl, is to let 
West play the hand in one 
diamond- Accordingly, you 
should pass. The fact that you 
have the* values for an opening 
bid does not mean that you 
must necessarily announce 
them at this point West will 
probably go down two or three 
tricks in one diamond — 200 or 
300 points — and there is no 
good reason to disturb the 
situation as it stands. 

5. Double. Here you have 
values that are- utterly in- 
dependent of your bring in the 
protective seat If you were 
North you would double, and 
as South you should take 
exactly the same action. True, 
your double is suspect when 
you are in the balancing 
position, but you hope later on 
to take strong action to 
identify your actual strength. 
It is much better to double 
than to lad two spades, which 
is strength-showing but not 
forcing.

Soldiers kill three 
in S. Korea riot 


SEOUL, May 21 (Agencies) — South 
Korean martial law troops shot and killed 
three anti-government demonstrators Wed- 
nesday as they and 100,000 others marched 
through the southwestern provincial city of 
Kwangju and forcibly occupied regional and 
city government buildings. 

The martial law command said five 
policemen and soldiers died in the fighting 
and thirteen public buildings were burned 
down or wrecked beyond repair. 

Eyewitnesses said the battle raged through 
tire streets all night as fires from blazing build- 
ings lit up the night sky. 

One witness said just before the telephone 
line to Kwangju went dead that the civilian 
population was defying the paratroops, who 
were backed by armored vehicles. 

The martial law command statement was 
the first official announcement about the riot- 
ing in Kwangju, which began on Sunday in 
protest, at the imposition of full martial law 
throughout South Korea. 

It said that rioting was continuing, but the 
government would take every measures to 
restore calm as quickly as posable. A witness 
in Kwangju said the paratroops of the special 
forces were giving no quarter, beating people 
to the ground with dubs. 

He said the privately-owned Munhwa 
broadcasting station was a glowing gutted 
shell while the state- con troDed Korea broad- 
casting station was extensively damaged. All 
local stations had gone off the air. 

The martial law command said the five sol- 
diers or policemen who died were hit by vehi- 
des commandeered by rioters. It said 30 
policemen or soldiers had been injured and 
one civilian had been lolled, but other civilian 
casualties were not known. 

Earlier, sources close to the military hospi- 
tal outside Kwangju said that 85 bodies were 
there, while civil rights groups estimated that 


between 100 and300 people had been killed 

The official statement gave no details of 
the number of rioters detained or how many 
of Kwangju’s 800,000 people were involved 
in the disturbances. ^ 

It said the disturbances began when about 
600 students from state- run Cfronam Univer- 
sity took to the streets with slogans calling for 
the lifting of martial law last Sunday. 

The demonstrations turned into rioting 
when civilians incited by groundless rumors 
joined the student protesters, it added. 
According to the martial law command the 
rumors were deliberately circulated by “stu- 
dent leaders, hoodlums and other disgruntled 
members of society who flocked to the city 
when total martial law was imposed last 
Saturday.” 

Many of he rumors were aimed at foment- 
ing regional rivalry, the command said. The 
demonstrators had demanded the i mm ediate 
release of leading dissident and presidential 
candidate Kim Dae- Jung, a local man who 
was among the first detained when martial 
law was imposed. 

The Korean government resigned Tues- 
day, saying that it took full responsibility for 
failing to prevent student demonstrations 
while President Choi Kyu-Hah was abroad 
last week. 

The resignation placed the country firmly 
in the control of the military with Lt Gen. 
Chun Doo-Hwan holding most of the power 
through control of military intelligence and 
the South Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency (KCIA). 

Choi has yet to announce whether he has 
accepted the resignaion of the cabinet, but he 
was though 1 unlikely to reappoint Prime 
Minister Shin Hyuo-Hwak. Shin’s resigna- 
tion was one of the main demands of students 
who saw him as an obstacle to democratic 
reform. 


Hostage-holding detrimental 
to nation, Iran envoy says 



TEHRAN, May 21 (Agencies) — The 
y.S. hostages in Iran spent their 200th day in 
captivity Wednesday, and Iran’s United 
Nations ambassador said their continued 
detention is not in Iran'k best interests. 

Ambassador Mansour Farbang, in an 
interview with a Tehran newspaper, said Iran 
had reaped all the “political propaganda” to 
be had from the seizure of the hostages and 
the U.S. Embassy in Tehran last Nov. 4. 

Continued captivity of the 53 Americans is 
putting Iran in a position of “international 
isolation,” Farhang said. 

The ambassador said he believed the 
aborted U.S. rescue mission April 25 had 
made it more difficult to gain the Americans’ 
release. But he said: “I think continuing to 
ht^d hostages isn’t at all in line with gw 
benefits.” 

Farbang was not immediately available for 
comment but this secretary at Iran’s U.N. 
mission in New York continued his remarks 
in the interview published Tuesday in 
Enghelab Island. 

The newspaper was founded by Iranian 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, who has 
said he wants the crisis ended so Iran can 
concentrate on domestic issues. His efforts to 
free the Americans have been thwarted by 
Iran’s ruling Revolutionary Council and 


Ayatollah Khomeini. _ 

Khomeini says the new parliament; which 
is to meet for the first time May 28, will 
deride the fate of the hostages. A majority of 
parliament members are hardliners of the 
Islamic Republican party, many of whom 
demand the return to Iran the former Shah 
ousted by Khomeini 1 s revolution 16 months 
ago. 

Meanwhile, twenty people were executed 
by firing squad Wednesday after being found 
guilty of drug trafficking by Iran's new anti- 
narcotics chief Ayatollah Sadeq Khalkhali, 
the Pars reported. 

The agency said all 20 were sentenced on 
charges of selling heroin after a four-day trial 
conducted by the roving Islamic judge. All 
their property was confiscated. 

Khalkhali, who says he has imposed more 
than 300 death sentences since the revolu- 
tion, was appointed head of a new anti- 
narcotics force by Bani-Sadr earlier this 
month. The judge submitted his resignation 
after only four days in the post when the 
president made dear he should investigate 
drug offences and then pass them to the judi- 
cial authorities. 

Khalkhali took the appointment to mean 
he should also impose sentence on offenders,, 
a standpoint borne out by Wednesday’s 
executions.

Rising water near volcano 
threatensWashington towns 


VANCOUVER, Washington. May 21 
(R) — Fifty thousand people might have 
to be evacuated if a giant wall of water 
bursts following eruption of the St Helens 
volcano, a geologist warned Wednesday. 

The kilometer-wide wall built up 
behind a dam of mud and ash after Sun- 
day’s eruption blew the top off the volcano 
and sent boiling mud and ash roaring 
down the mountainside. 

Flood warnings have been issued and a 
member of the U.S. Geological Survey. 
Dwight Crandell. said millions of gallons 
of water would flow' over the northern foot 
of Mount St. Helens at 50 kilometers an 
hour if the dam burst. 

He said this would mean evacuating 
50,000 people from nearby towns. 
Already 2.000 people have been moved 
from the foot of the mountain which killed 
at least six people, according to rescue 


officials. 

The latest danger to the scorched and 
flattened landscape was a doud of vol- 
canic ash and smoke that has drifted 2.400 
kilometers to the cast, bringing small 
towns to a standstill and damaging crops. 

Rescue officials say 95 people are till 
missing, but they expect this figure to 
drop. Two bodies have been removed 
from the mountainside and officials say air 
spotters may have mistakenly counted one 
more than once. 

National Weather Service officials say 
remnants of the giant doud of ash and 
smoke could reach the New York area in 
two days. Air traffic in eastern Washing- 
ton state has come to a standstill. 

A federal aviation spokesman said sev- 
eral planes had been damaged and some 
of their occupants made ill by the white 
ash. which burns the throat. 


Population grows daily 

Living flood back to Cambodians ghost -town 


capital 


PHNOM PENH. May 21 (WP) — Each 
morning Phnom Penh awakens to find itself a 
little bigger than the day before. 

Huddled together on sidewalks or in 
unused buildings are families newly arrived 
from the countryside, many of them refugees 
from villages that have run out of food. They 
come seeking work in government factories 
and offices,' or in the city’s bustling free mar- 
kets. 

The move to the rity appears to be 
accelerating this year. Two months ago 
Phnom Penh and its suburbs were officially 
reported to have 180,000 people. Today the 
figure is 300,000. 

Phnom Penh has long since shed its ghost 
town atmosphere. From first light its streets 
are alive with horse carts, bicydes and heavy 
trucks carrying soldiers and laborers. Entire 
streets are blocked off by hawkers selling 
vegetables and manufactured goods. 

At night electric lights and the glow of can- 
dles suggest that nearly every house and 


apartment in the rity is occupied. 

Parts of Phnom Penh today can pass for an 
ordinary Asian rity. But this is counted as a 
mixed blessing by the 16-month-old Heng- 
Samrin government and the foreign relief 
agencies assisting it. An overpopulated and 
unproductive city, it is felt, will drain 
resources from the countryside and inhibit 
the recovery of Cambodia as a whole. 

The Vietnamese-backed regime is grappl- 
ing with the same problem the Khmer Rouge 
faced when they captured Phnom Penh in 
1975: how to return people to the rice pad- 
dies, where Cambodia’s most vital produc- 
tion takes place. 

The Khmer Rouge settled on the drastic 
solution of evacuating the city at gunpoint. 
This eclipse of urban society is one of the 
most bitter memories Cambodians retain of 
the old government's rule. 

Heng Samrin’s restoration of the freedom 
lo live in does and engage in trade was tre- 
mendously popular with Cambodia' s middle 


class. Thousands of people now in Phnom 
Penh would probably have otherwise headed 
for refugee camps in Thailand. 

The Communist officials are reluctant to 
curtail this freedom, even though they feel it 
is out of hand. 

Civil servants in Phnom Penh get full rice 
rations, while the villages seem to get what- 
ever is left, usually only a pittance. The lure of 
full rations has drawn thousands to the city to 
seek work in government offices and fac- 
tories. 

Most jobs were filled long ago by people 
who made the move shortly after the Khmer 
Rouge were driven from the city in Janu- 
ary 1 979. 

Other people come to the city attracted by 
the chance to trade. Sok Hi eng, 20, a 
Chinese- Cambodian woman, moved to the 
city three months ago with nine f amil y mem- 
bers from Prey Veng province. She sells 
melons at a market just south of Phnom 
Penh. 


government edicts cited as attempts to stop 
the influx. Provincial authorities, for exam- 
ple, arc supposed to issue a travel pass before 
a prospective migrant can go. Migrants can- 
not reclaim their old houses if they find 
someone else living in it. They also cannot 
draw rations unless employed by the gov- 
ernment. 

A decree prohibits migrants from living in 
Phnom Penh' s central district, on the theory 
that the less attractive housing in the outskirts 
will encourage them to go home instead. 

In practice, these regulations seem loosely 
enforced. In some provinces travel passes 
seem to be issued almost routinely. Once in 
the rity people move in with relatives already 
living in the restricted zones and share their 
rice rations.

Those unable to enter the city have been 
willing to settle for make-shift dwellings on 
the city’s outskirts. A huge shantytown with 
an active market stands along the road lead- 
ing north and Phom Penh. 

In the provinces, the government has been 
more successful in controlling the growth of 
towns. Large parts of Battambang town, for 
instance, seem as deserted as they were dur- 
ing the Khmer Rouge days. 

“We don’t allow ordinary people to live- 
here” said a local official as he rode through 
the town's empty streets one recent evening. 
“Just soldiers and government employees.” 


On the outskirts of Battambang, thousands 
of merchants have set up thatch dwellings and 
are doing a roaring trade. Goring the old 
market does not seem to have dampened pri- 
vate enterprise in the province. 






Franco-US.

WASHINGTON, May 21 (R) — France’s 
relations with the .United States have been 
chilled by its failure to consult the allies on 
Mondays Franco-Soviet diplomatic summit, 
U.S. State Department officials said Wed- 
nesday. 

“Tins is the biggest gaffe in the diplomatic 
consultation racket in die last few months,” • 
one department official said. 

Secretary of State Edmund Muskie Tues- 
day criticized France for failing to talk mat- 
ters over with its allies before the summit 
between President Valery Giscard <f Estaing 
and Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev in 
Warsaw. 

But the state department official said the 
Carter administration's displeasure with the 
French would probably pass by the time 
French Foreign Minister Jean Francois- 
Poncet visits Washington later this month. 

Officials said France gave its allies only two 
days’ notice of the summit, giving them no 
proper opportunity for consultation on the 
matter. 

Particularly irritating to Muskie was that 
Francois-Poncet did not mention the pros- 
pective summit when the two men conferred 
in Vi enna on Friday. France’s notification 
came on Saturday, officials said. 

Muskie told his first state department press 
conference Tuesday, “It seems to me that 
such a meeting is a proper subject for consul- 
tations. I had no message pressed on me more 
firmly to me from our NATO allies last week 
than the importance of consultations when it 
involved possible UJS. actions. 

‘Tm concerned that when I was being 
given a lecture on consultations, the lecturer 
was not inclined to practice what he was 
preaching” Department offidals said this 
was a reference to Francois-Poncet.

NEW DELHI, May 21 (AP) — Two 
Soviet-made helicopter gunships crossed into 
Iran from Afghanistan and fired rockets cm 
an area used by a refuge by Muslim Afghan 
Muhahiddin, killing one person, according to 
Pars, the official banian news agency. Iran 
downplayed the incident 

“Such undeliberate aggressions are 
expectable in all sensitive borders," the' offi- 
cial Iranian news agency quoted Iranian pres- 
idential press adviser Musavi Garmaroudi as 
saying. “The helicopters were chasing 
Afghan militants when they violated Iranian 
territory.” 

Pars said the heliooptejrs attacked an area 
40 kilometers south of Tayebad in eastern 
Iran at 9 a.m. Tuesday, tutting workers’ 
houses. 

If quoted Mohammad Toiiati, governor of 
nearby Bakhazar. saying Iranian border 
guards fired at the Soviet- made helicopters 
but did not damage them. 

Iran has repeatedly condemned the Soviet 
military intervention in Afghanistan and has 
declared its support for the guerrillas fighting 
the Soviet-backed Afghan government. 

There have been frequent reports of Soviet 
troops and tank*; massing near the Iranian 
border, but all of them have proved errone- 
ous. Toiiati was quoted as saying 400 Soviet 
tanks were stationed along the banian bender 
during the weekend. 

An estimated 260 Soviet troops were 
reported lolled during an unsuccessful two- 
week offensive designed to dislodge freedom 
fighters from mountain strongholds in east- 
ern Afghanistan, according to a report reach- 
ing New Delhi on Tuesday. 

The report did not detail Mujahidriin los- 
ses, but described the fighting as some of the 
heaviest of the two-year civil war waged by 
freedom fighters against a succession of three 
Marxist governments.
